Arrangements for the Accommodation of 
Strangers During Fair Week. 

One consideration which frequently deters people 
who would otherwise attend the Fair from coming 
to St. Louis is the fear of not obtaining comfortable 
accommodations. The wholesale merchants are de- 
termined that no such obstacle as this shall stand in 
the wuy of anyjone,and have established a Bureau of 
Information. The object of the Bureau, as is well 
known, is to provide strangers with rooms,and for 
that purpose an office has been opened in the Bee 
Line Ticket Office, on the corner of Broadway and 
Chestnut streets,where clerks to attend to the wants 
of visitors will be found from now on night and day.

As to any 
foreign substances, I would not deal with any firm 
that scold adulterated butter. That has been my
